book attended to, there would be none in Christen- 
dom. The polite and learned nations of the Greeks 
and Romans very generally permitted the custom 
of exposing infants, and Romulus allowed the Ro- 
mans to ‘* destroy all their female children, except 
the eldest, and even their males if they were de- 
formed.” 

‘* These practices were common among them, 
and celebrated on their theatres.’” They also had 
their gladiatory shows, in which slaves were obli- 
ged to fight with each other, till one or the other 
fell, mangled with wounds. And so great was the 
rage for this sport, that no war is said to have been 
so destructive. Lipsius tells us, ‘* that the gladia- 
torial shows cost 20 or 30,000 lives a month, and 
thus continued as they were, for along course of 
all the ravages of their wars.’’ Human sacrifices 
were offered up in alinost all heathen countries, and 
the people sacrificed their children and even them- 
selves in the fire to their deities. In the East-In- 
dies, the practice of destroying infants, and burning 
or burying widows alive with their dead husbands, | 
is exceedingly common. Several hundred widows| 
annually, in the province of Bengal alone, bury or 


burn themselves ; and many drown themselves in| 


the river Ganges, through religious superstition, | 
and all this is encouraged and allowed by their laws 
and Priests! In China the practice of exposing in- 
fants prevails to a great extent ; ‘three thousand 
annually are exposed in the streets of Pekin alone.”’

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tellthem that their leading design was, the accumu- 
lation of property as embodying the sources of fe- 
licity in the present world, they would perhaps be 
alarmed at the suggestion and repel it as a calumny ; 
or declare that their sole purpose was to attain that 
state of independence or of ease, which would enable 
them to retire from the cares of the world, and de- 
vote themselves to the dispassionate consideration 
of their souls and eternity. But how grossly are 
such persons deceived! Many, who once used this 
language, have in the cours¢ of providence been rais- 
ed from poverty and obscurity, to affluence and dis- 
tinction ; but they have forgotten, or criminally 
neglected, every exertion to know and practise the 
duties which respect a holy reverence of God, and 
their well being in that eternity to which they are 
tending. The wealth which they have attained has 


stroyed their souls in the practice of the most degra- 
ding indulgencies ; and after a very brief exhibition 
of the glare and the pride of life, they have been in- 
gulfed and totally lost in this whirlpool of vanity and 
folly. ‘The origin of this aangerous course of con- 
ductis to be found in that depravity by which our 
nature is debased and which renders us utterly un- 
willing to know our state. lest it might render us un- 
comfortable. We prefer a present good, though in- 
finitely inferior, to a good which may be in distant 
prospect. But, recurring to the fact, that each in- 
dividual has an object to which every thing else is 
made to bend, cannot we seea peculiar dignity in 
the character of that man, whose polestar is the 
glory of God? Such an one has an end in view 
which cannot disappoint his hopes. Revelation as- 
sures us, that all events will tend to, and terminate 
in the brightest display of the divine character. 
‘low safe and happy then is he, who is engaged in 
ihe promoting of that cause, the triumph of which 
is certain and for the advancement of which all holy 
beings are most intensely desirous. ‘This is the 
track sanctified by the footsteps of holy patriarchs,
